FCC rules to guard 
‘net neutrality’ spur

Washington 

A divided Federal Communications 
Commission approved on Tuesday 
new rules meant to prohibit broad- 
band companies from interfering 
with Internet traffic flowing to 
their customers. 

The 3-2 vote marks a major 
victory for FCC Chairman Julius 
Genachowski, who has spent more 
than a year trying to craft a com- 
promise. 

The FCC’s three Democrats 
voted to pass the rules, while the 
two Republicans opposed them. 
The new rules are likely to face 
intense scrutiny on Capitol Hill 
once Republicans take over the 
House. 

Known as “net neutrality,” the 
rules prohibit phone and cable 
companies from favoring or dis- 
criminating against Internet con- 
tent and services, such as those 
from rivals.

Audits find agency is 
quick to sign costly 
security measures 

Washington 

Before there were full-body scan- 
ners, there were puffers. 

The Transportation Securi- 
ty Administration spent about 
$30 million on devices that puffed 
air to “snifiP’ travelers for explosives 
residue. Those machines ended up 
in warehouses, removed from air- 
ports, abandoned as impractical. 

The push to fix U.S. airport 
security after Sept. 11 led to a gold 
rush in technology contracts. Since 
its founding in 2001, the TSA has 
spent roughly $14 billion in more 
than 20,900 transactions with doz- 
ens of contractors. 

But lawmakers, auditors and 
security experts question wheth- 
er the government is too quick to 
embrace technology and whether 
the TSA has been too eager to write 
checks for unproven products. 

“We see a technology that looks 
promising, and the temptation is to 
run to deploy it,” said Kip Hawley, 
who served as the head of the TSA 
from 2005 until last year. 

Some say the fact that the U.S. 
hasn’t had another 9/11-level ter- 
rorist attack shows that the invest- 
ment was money well spent.

The amount of money the TSA is 
seeking for airport security tech- 
nology in 2011. Since its founding,

But government auditors have 
faulted the TSA and its parent agen- 
cy, the Department of Homeland 
Security, for failing to properly 
evaluate technology before spend- 
ing money on it. 

The auditors also faulted the 
agency for not fully justifying the 
cost of the full-body scanners, 
which have made headlines for 


their revealing images of passen- 
gers, saying that its plan to double 
the number of scanners will require 
more personnel, an expense of as 
much as $2.4 billion. 

TSA officials say there are 
responsible processes in place to 
research, develop and fund new 
technologies for airport security. 

“We’re always competing for the 
best technology at the best price,” 
said TSA Administrator John Pis- 
tole. “It is just a constantly chang- 
ing dynamic environment.” 

He said that technology isn’t 
the only security effort. To look 
for suspicious behavior, the TSA 
also uses such tactics as terrorist 
watch lists, intelligence gathering

The Senate took a key step Tues- 
day toward ratifying a new nucle- 
ar arms reduction treaty with Rus- 
sia, voting 67-28 to proceed to a 
final vote.

Iraq Unveils New Government 


After 9-month power 
struggle, parliament 
still faces challenges 

Baghdad 

Iraq seated a freely elected govern- 
ment Tuesday after nine months 
of haggling, bringing together the 
main ethnic and religious groups in 
a fragile balance that could make it 
difficult to rebuild a nation devastat- 
ed by war as American troops pre- 
pare for their final withdrawal. 

One of the government’s first 
priorities will be to decide wheth- 
er to ask the Obama administra- 
tion to keep thousands of U.S. sol- 
diers in Iraq after their scheduled 
departure in December 2011.

Moving Into the Red 

The Rust Belt’s losses are Republican-leaning states’ gains in new census data 


Washington 

Republican-leaning states will 
gain at least a half-dozen House 
seats thanks to the 2010 census, 
which found the U.S. population 
growing more slowly than in past 
decades but still shifting to the 
South and West. 

The Census Bureau announced 
Tuesday that the nation’s popula- 
tion on April 1 was 308,745,538, up 
from 281.4 million a decade ago. 
The growth rate for the past decade 
was 9.7 percent, the lowest since 
the Great Depression of the 1930s. 
The nation’s population grew by 
13.2 percent from 1990 to 2000. 

The new numbers are a boon 
for Republicans, with Texas lead- 
ing the way among GOP-leaning 
states that will gain House seats, 
mostly at the Rust Belt’s expense. 
Following each once-a-decade 
census, the nation must reappor- 
tion the House’s 435 districts to 
make them roughly equal in pop- 
ulation, with each state getting at 
least one seat. 

That triggers an often conten- 
tious and partisan process in many 
states, which will draw new con- 
gressional district lines that can 
help or hurt either party. 

In all, the census figures show 
a shift affecting 18 states taking 
effect when the 113th Congress 
takes office in 2013. 

In 2008, President Obama lost 
in Texas and most of the other 
states that are gaining House seats. 
He carried most of the states that 
are losing House seats, including 
Ohio and New York. 

Each House district represents 
an electoral vote in the presiden- 
tial election process, meaning 
the political map for the 2012 
election will tilt somewhat more 
Republican. 

If Obama were to carry the same 
states he won in 2008, they would

D.C.’s Population Gains 

The District of Columbia has seen its first population growth in 60 years based on 
data from the 2010 Census, surpassing the milestone of 600,000 residents. The num- 
bers announced Tuesday show the nation’s capital grew steadily over the past decade to 
601,723 residents this year. That’s an increase of 5.2 percent from 572,000 residents in 2000. 
Washington’s population had been declining since the suburban flight in the 1950s until this turn- 
around fueled by a real estate boom and the federal government’s expansion after the Sept. 11, 
2001, terrorist attacks. The city reached its peak of 802,000 residents in the 1950 census after 
decades of growth during the New Deal and World War II. (ap)

Metro Bag Checks Begin 


Transit officers team up 
with the TSA to inspect 
packages on bus and rail 

Metro began random inspections of passen- 
gers’ bags and packages Tuesday morning, 
five days after first announcing the checks. 
The searches, which were at Braddock Road 
and College Park, have stopped. 

Dawn Heuschel, who works for the 
United States Agency for International 
Development, rides the Metro from Brad- 
dock Road to Foggy Bottom. 

“It’s annoying because I missed my train 
that was on the platform,” she said. 

TSA officers checked her purse and a 
Christmas present she was carrying. Heu- 
schel, a regular Metro rider, was perplexed

because the officers didn’t look inside. 
“Frankly, I don’t know what they did over 
there,” she said. 

The inspections are happening at two 
confirmed Metrorail stations so far but 
can also occur at Metrobus stops. 


TSA agents at the Braddock Road sta- 
tion got a positive result on a man’s bag and 
shot it with radiation. “It could have been 
from a gun, or residue from target shooting 
if he went to a firing range,” said Lt. Doug 
Durham of the Special Operations unit of 
Metro Transit Police. 

A police sergeant interviewed the man, 
who was let go. The search on that man took 
about eight minutes. He wouldn’t give his 
name. “I’m going to work” he said, clear- 
ly irritated. 

In announcing the plan last week, the 
transit agency said the goal was to try to 
protect from attacks by having police using 
explosives-screening equipment and bomb- 
sniffing dogs pull aside every third person 
at locations where checks are taking place.

DC9 Death Case Ruled Homicide 


Medical examiner: 
Man died of ‘excited 
delirium’ outside club 

Washington 

A man who died in a controversial 
incident outside the popular DC9 
nightclub in October was a victim of 
a homicide, the D.C. medical exam- 
iner’s office has concluded. 

Ali Ahmed Mohammed, 27, of 
Silver Spring, died of “excited deliri- 
um associated with arrhythmogen- 
ic cardiac anomalies, alcohol intox- 
ication and physical exertion with 
restraint manner,” the office said 
Tuesday afternoon, offering no fur- 


ther explanation. 

That was listed as the cause of 
death. The manner of death was 
homicide, the office said in a state- 
ment. 

Mohammed died Oct. 15 after 
allegedly throwing at least one 
brick through the front window of 
the club, in the 1900 block of Ninth 
Street NW. Police said Moham- 
med was then chased by five men 
— four employees and a co-own- 
er of the club — and died after a 
physical encounter with them on 
the street. 

The five men — including then- 
co-owner William Spieler, who has 
since disassociated himself from 
the club — initially were charged 


with second-degree murder in what 
Police Chief Cathy L. Lanier called a 
“savage” case of “vigilante justice.” 
The charges were later dismissed, 
however, because the medical exam- 
iner’s office could not immediately 
determine the cause and manner of 
Mohammed’s death. 

Although criminal charges in 
the case were dismissed because 
of the initial lack of autopsy find- 
ings, authorities said they would 
not be legally barred from refiling 
charges if new information war- 
ranted such a move. 

The autopsy finding of homi- 
cide appears to make a new crimi- 
nal case likely. 

But late Tuesday afternoon, the 


U.S. attorney’s office released a 
statement saying that officials are 
still investigating. 

“The Medical Examiner has now 
completed an autopsy related to the 
unfortunate death of Ali Ahmed 
Mohammed,” the statement said. 
“The Medical Examiner’s forensics 
examination has concluded that a 
variety of factors led to the death of 
Mr. Mohammed, and we intend to 
carefully study these conclusions 
as part of our legal analysis of this 
tragic incident. 

“Our deliberate and compre- 
hensive factual inquiry contin- 
ues ... as we work to reach a just 
conclusion to our investigation.”

The Redskins 

Demoted quarterback Donovan McNabb says despite 
the drama surrounding his status with the team, he 
hopes to return to the Redskins in 2011. 

“I definitely hope so, and I expressed that,” he 
said Tuesday afternoon in his first public comments 
since coach Mike Shanahan benched him last week. 
“I don’t want to go anywhere.” 

The bigger question, though, is whether he expects 
to be back. Discussing the matter on his weekly radio 
appearance on ESPN 980, even McNabb didn’t have 
an answer to that one. 

“I don’t know,” he said. “That will be a question 
that probably will be answered sometime this off- 
season. I don’t know.” 

When asked whether he wants to be traded or 
released, McNabb said, “No, I want to be here. I 
really do. ... I don’t believe in starting something 
and not finishing.” 


The Season That Was 


Unless Washington has to turn to Donovan McNabb 
as its emergency third quarterback in the final two 
games, he’ll finish this season with more intercep- 
tions than touchdowns for the first time. His 77.1 
passer rating is his worst since his rookie season.

McNabb was benched last week in favor of backup 
Rex Grossman. In his first start since October 2008, 
Grossman was 25-of-43 passing for 322 yards, four 
touchdowns and a passer rating of 93.4. He also 
threw two interceptions, lost one fumble and was 
sacked five times. 

While McNabb served as the backup to Grossman 
last week, this week he’ll be relegated to the Redskins’ 
No. 3 quarterback spot. John Beck will be the team’s 
first option if Grossman goes down. That’s a tiny bit 
of information that Redskins coaches apparently 
didn’t tell McNabb in their meeting last week. 

McNabb said he met with Mike Shanahan last 
Thursday evening and was informed shortly after 
that Grossman would start in his place at Dallas. 
McNabb said he learned that he’d fallen all the way 
to No. 3 on the depth chart “through ESPN and 
everything else.” 

While he said the timing of the benching — on 
Thursday night, less than 72 hours before kickoff 
— felt “somewhat disrespectful,” he said his rela- 
tionship with Shanahan has not suffered perma- 
nent damage. 

McNabb also said that he hasn’t spoken with 
Redskins owner Daniel Snyder or the team’s general 
manager, Bruce Allen, since the benching. 

“I’ve talked to the janitor a couple times, the cooks, 
chefs. ... They’re doing great,” he said. 

McNabb reiterated that he disagreed with the deci- 
sion, and he thinks a quarterback needs more than one 
season to learn a new system. He specifically didn’t 
appreciate the timing. When asked whether Shana- 
han was unprofessional in his handling of the situa- 
tion, McNabb said: “In business, communication is key

Terps Make Strides in Stretching 


Pre-game workout 
proves benefieial for 
men’s hoops squad 


Terps Hoops 

It starts with Maryland’s basket- 
ball players standing on opposite 
sidelines, crossing one foot over the 
other and rocking back and forth to 
stretch their feet and ankles. 

Next comes a series of forays 
across the court and back, in which 
the Terps move like dancers in a 
Thriller video — skipping, high- 
step jogging, crab-walking side- 
ways. That’s followed by a sequence 
inspired by yoga’s Warrior Pose in 
which players adopt a stance resem- 
bling a runner frozen mid-stride, 
then touch the floor, reach skyward, 
twist at the waist and repeat. 

The eight-and-a-half-minute, 
pre-game routine, dubbed “Move- 
ment Preparation,” is designed to 
get the Terps’ muscles ready for the 
full range of explosive movements 
demanded by the 40 minutes of com- 
petition to come. It’s just one aspect 
of the team’s strength and condition- 
ing program that’s unlike that of 
most other colleges, in that it blends 
concepts from football and baseball 
regimens, as well as yoga, with the 
goal of improving players’ mobility, 
stamina and confidence. 

The program was developed by 
former Penn State offensive line- 
man Paul Ricci, who previously

spent nine seasons training the 
Baltimore Ravens. 

Though it’s tricky to draw a 
direct link between workouts and 
on-court results, the Terps have 
had just one missed game and one 
missed practice by a starter in two- 
and-a-half years. And players say 
they’re in their best shape of their 
lives. “We are stronger,” said coach 
Gary Williams. “And we are quick- 
er.”

Is my cell phone making me sick? 

That's the question I had to ask myself 
this week when I came across an ad- 
vertisement for a cell phone sanitizer. 

Most of the time, when the con- 
versation turns to the health issues 
tied to wireless phones, the focus 
is on whether the radiation they use 
to operate can cause 
cancer.

The Coens Ride Again 


The brothers’ remake 
of classic Western 
True Grit' is fun, fresh 
and sophisticated 


Film Review 

Writers-directors Joel and Ethan 
Coen follow a familiar pattern 
with “True Grit,” which, after last 
year’s “A Serious Man,” hews to 
the team’s formula of following an 
absurdist comedy with a stately, 
straight-faced drama. Here, they 
remake the 1969 John Wayne West- 
ern that earned Wayne his first 
Oscar, a pedigree that might give 
lesser egos pause. But anyone who 
saw Henry Hathaway’s Technicol- 
or extravaganza knows that even 
the most beloved classics can some- 
times use a little sprucing up. 

In this case, “True Grit” has 
received the care, consideration 
and classy retooling that Charles 
Portis’ novel probably always 
deserved. As Rooster Cogburn, 
Jeff Bridges merrily assumes the 
familiar eye patch and whiskey jug 
to grunt, growl, honk and bray his 
way through one of the great scen- 
ery-chewing roles of cinematic lore. 
But even at its most heroically Fal- 
staffian, his performance is con- 
tinually upstaged by those of his 
supporting players. In Campbell’s 
role of a tender-footed Texas Rang- 
er named LaBoeuf, Matt Damon 
brings preening fun to a popinjay 
in spurs and suede fringe. 

For her part, Hailee Steinfeld 
makes an assured debut as Mat- 
tie Ross, whose father has been 
shot by a man named Tom Chaney 
(Josh Brolin). Mattie arrives in 
Fort Smith, Ark., to claim her 
father’s body, acquire cash byway 
of some canny horse trading and 
avenge her father’s death by hunt-

Leading Young Lady 

Landing the role of “True Grit's” Mattie Ross 

was a major accomplishment for Hailee Steinfeld, 
who beat out more than 5,000 actors during a nation- 
wide casting call. But the process was relatively pain- 
less: Steinfeld had two auditions over a 
five-week period. She met with the Coen 
brothers on a Saturday; the next Tues- 
day, Steinfeld learned she had won the 
part. And a week later, they were on 
location. Though it sounds like it 
all happened very fast, Steinfeld 
says, “Those first five weeks felt 
like five years." The 14-year-old 
says she knew she wanted to be 
an actor when she was 8 years 
old and saw a neighbor in a play. 

“It was so amazing to see some- 
one acting up close," she says. “And 
my cousin started doing commercials. ... 

I just found all these different inspirations 
that drew me into acting." (back stage)

Album Review 

If you wanted to, you could treat 
Ghostface Killah’s new solo album, 
“Apollo Kids,” as a mini Wu-Tang 
Clan reunion. Whenever a mem- 
ber puts out a solo release, he never 
rolls alone — and this time, Ghost- 
face brings along GZA, Raekwon, 
Method Man and U-God. 

But can a record be carried by 
Wu-Tang guest stars alone? With 
“Apollo Kids,” not so much. Instead, 
the 12 tracks — none of which were 
created by RZA, undoubtedly the 
group’s most successful producer 
— rely too heavily on samples and 
offer weak choruses. With so many 
guest players and a lot of predict- 
able production, the album barely 
feels like a Ghostface record. 

The disc opens with “Purified 
Thoughts,” featuring GZA and Kil- 
lah Priest. Over a soul-music snip- 
pet of a man wailing, “Am I a good 
man? Am I a fool?,” the three rap- 
pers wonder whether their “own 
stimulus” of running the streets 
has compromised their moral 
integrity. “I’m tired of eating the 
crumbs and black licorice,” Ghost- 
face insists, but they’re still weigh- 
ing their options by the song’s end

— “the outcome tragic, the house- 
hold dramatic” as a result of their 
actions, Killah Priest raps. 

That track, crafted by Frank 
Dukes — a young producer who 
chose to work with Ghostface after 
winning a contest hosted by Red 
Bull — is a prime example of the 
album’s overall unevenness. Anoth- 
er Dukes track, “Black Tequila,” 
suffers the same fate: A distort- 
ed soul sample acts as the cho- 
rus, splitting up three verses from 
Ghostface, Cappadonna and Trife 


Da God that never quite gel. 

It’s the tracks that put Ghost- 
face on his own that end up shin- 
ing. Standouts include “Starkolo- 
gy,” an electronica-influenced dis 
track that has Ghostface ripping 
apart detractors over a snippet 
from Tears for Fears’ “Shout,” and 
“In Tha Park,” possibly Dukes’ best 
offering. Over a grimy beat built 
around bass and horns, Ghostface 
and Black Thought of the Roots 
trade memories about growing 
up with hip-hop in a time of Jor- 
dache jeans and Kangol buck- 
ets. They come together for the 
song’s chorus, a shouted excla- 
mation of, “We must remind you 
... hip-hop was set out in the park.”

It’s probably the most precious 
thing on planes this holiday sea- 
son: space in the overhead bin. 

Planes are stuffed with trav- 
elers, bag fees have driven more 
luggage into the overhead bins 
and Christmas gifts will soon be 
part of the mix. Some travelers 
pay extra to get on the plane first 
and avoid competing with other 
passengers for bin space. But you 
don’t have to shell out more money 
just to ensure your bag will fit. The 
trick is knowing where to sit and 
when to board. 

Here’s a review of some airline 
boarding policies and ways to keep 
your bag — and your sanity. 

Most airlines board the back 
of the plane first and work up to 
the front, several rows at a time. 
Elite frequent fliers, passengers 
with disabilities or families need- 
ing extra time to board usually 
get to board ahead of the crowd. 
The rest have to line up and wait 
their turn. 

In this scenario, it pays to book 
a seat at the back of the plane.

nine zones. First-class passengers 
get on first with those in the first 
row of coach.

Type-B Holiday 

Former supermodel B. Smith has been busy since she stopped strutting 
on the catwalk. She’s hosted a nesting show (“B. Smith With Style”); opened a 
trio of haute Southern restaurants bearing her name in New York, Sag Harbor 
and D.C. (Union Station, 50 Massachusetts Ave. NE; 202-289-6188); and penned 
several cookbooks. We caught up with Smith about how she stays skinny on 

Southern food and how she’s setting her table this yuletide. DARONA WILLIAMS (EXPRESS) 


With all the pressure to be fit, how 
do you eat the Southern dishes you 
like and stay thin? 

Today, when you go out to restau- 
rants, everybody is doing something 
Southern. Southern food is really 
food for the soul. It’s wholesome 
and also something that brings 
back memories for a lot of people. 
Their mothers and grandmoth- 
ers cooked a certain way, and they 
can kind of get to that — whether 
it’s shrimp and grits, foie gras stew 
or [at B. Smith’s] we do vegetarian 
ribs. Plus, I think there are ways to 
make Southern food healthy. 

i’ll give you the lean alligator and 
grilled green tomatoes, but, come 
on, healthy chitterlings? 

I like to think I’m sort of a preach- 
er. The other thing is portion con- 
trol. You’re not going to have chit- 
terlings every week, but during the 
holidays, you can have them with 
a little less fat by just skimming it 
off. Then, I saute them in a little 
cooked-down wine; it adds flavor- 
ing. It’s, like, “Oh, gosh, this is bet- 
ter than what Grandma made!’ 

What else do you like to make dur- 
ing the holidays? 

Minced meat is in season this time 
of year, and it makes a nice sauce. 
You buy the jar of minced meat, and 
I tell you how to do the rest. And 
one of my favorites that’s different 
but nice for Christmas is oyster pie 
— but only if you like oysters. 

Will you cook something from your 
most recent book [“B. Smith Cooks 
Southern-Style”] for the holidays? 

I’m doing turducken for Christmas. 
Then we will go to the restaurant

BRAISE OF 
BLACK-EYED PEAS 
AND GREENS 


Ingredients 

» 1 1/4 cups (about 10 oz) dried 
black-eyed peas, or 2 15-oz 
cans cooked black-eyed 
peas, drained and rinsed 
» 2 tbsp olive oil 
1 cup diced sweet onion, such 
as Vidalia 

» 2 cloves garlic, minced 
» 1 cup diced celery 
» 1/2 cup diced carrots 
» 2 bay leaves

a 1 cup diced pork, ham or

The day before serving, place black- 
eyed peas in a large bowl.

thenn in a large pot or Dutch oven, 
cover with water and bring to a boil 
over high heat. Rennove fronn the heat, 
cover tightly, and let stand for one 
hour, then drain and rinse thoroughly.
